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FOREWORD 


This Indian Standard (First Revision) was adopted by the Bureau of Indian Standards, after the draft finalized by 
the Sugar Industry Sectional Committee had been approved by the Food and Agriculture Division Council. 


Misri is product made by recrystallization from crystallized sugar and is very widely consumed in India. Itis a 
conglomeration of crystals of irregular shapes and sizes. It is obtained from any kind of sugar or palmyrah juice. 


This is standard was originally published in 1990. In this first revision of standard, requirements of loss on drying 
and sulphur dioxide have been modified. Requirement of reducing sugar has been added. Further, amendment No. 
1,2 and 3 have also been incorporated. 


In the formulation of this standard, due consideration has been given to the provisions of the Food Safety and 
Standards Act, 2006 and the Rules framed thereunder and the Legal Metrology (Packaged Commodities) Rules, 
2011. However, this standard is subject to the restrictions imposed under these, wherever applicable. 


The composition of the committee responsible for the formulation of this standard is listed in Annex A. 


For the purpose of deciding whether a particular requirement of this standard is complied with, the final value, 
observed or calculated, expressing the result of test or analysis, shall be rounded off in accordance with 
IS 2: 2022 “Rules for rounding off numerical values (second revision)’. The number of significant places retained 
in the rounded off value should be the same as that of the specified value in this standard

1 SCOPE 


This standard prescribes the reguirements and 
methods of test for Misri, manufactured by 
recrystallizing any kind of sugar or palmyrah juice.

3 REQUIREMENTS 


3.1 Description 


3.1.1 Misri shall be in the form of white crystals of 
varying size. 


3.1.2 Misri shall be sweet to taste and shall not 
possess sour, or any other objectionable taste. 


3.1.3 The material shall be free from other 
extraneous matter and substances deleterious to 
health. It shall also be free from iron filings and 
colouring matter. 


3.2 The material shall also comply with the 
requirements of Table 1. 


4 PACKING AND MARKING 
4.1 Packaging 


Misri sugar shall be packed in clean, sound and 
new jute bags (see IS 1943) or bags made of 
polypropylene (see IS 10910) or bags made of 
high density polyethylene (see IS 10146). The jute 
bags may be lined with polyethylene film. The 
mouth of each bag shall be either machine-stitched 
or rolled over and hand-stitched. If hand-stitched, 
the stitches shall be in two rows with at least 14 
stitches in each row (see IS 14968). 


4.2 In the case of smaller consumer packs the 
product shall be packed in food grade plastics 
conforming to relevant Indian Standard or any 
other suitable food grade non-toxic material. 


5 MARKING 


5.1 Each bag/pack shall bear legibly and indelibly 
the following particulars: 


a) Name ofthe product; 

b) Name and address of the manufacture; 

c) Month and year of manufacture; 

d) Batch or Code number; 

e) Net quantity; 

f) Expiry date in month and year, and 

g) Any other information required under The 
Legal Metrology (Packaged Commodities) 
Rules, 2011 and the Food Safety and 
Standards (Packaging and Labeling) 
Regulations, 2011. 


5.2 BIS Certification Marking 


The product(s) conforming to the requirements of 
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this standard may be certified as per the conformity 
assessment schemes under the provisions of the 
Bureau of Indian Standards Act, 2016 and the Rules 
and Regulations framed thereunder, and the 
products may be marked with the Standard Mark. 


6 SAMPLING 
As agreed to between the purchaser and the supplier. 


7 TESTS 


7.1 Tests shall be carried out in accordance with the 


methods prescribed in col 4 of Table 1. 


7.2 Quality of Reagents 


Unless specified otherwise, pure chemicals shall be 
employed in tests and distilled water (see IS 1070) 
shall be used where the use of water as a reagent is 
intended. 


NOTE — ‘Pure chemicals’ shall mean chemicals that do not 
contain impurities which affect the result of analysis.
